The struggle for the place of internal
revenue commissioner could not have ended
in any other way than in the defeat of the
Kentucky eandidate, while this adminis-
tration proposed to retain the respect of the
community. There is no oceasion to repre-
sent the choice of Mr. Miller as the triumph
of Mr. Randall or the defeat of Mr, Carlisle,
und as the upsetting of free tende by the
tarifT chariot, save for the fact that Mr,
Randull,who favors protection, opposed Mr.

prehension.

Mr. Thompson has been conspicuous for
shooting mwen without  just cause. The
president vecalled the man by this fact
when he was named to himasking whether
he was the Thompson the man-Killer :
these Thompsons have 80 common & name
that it is really necessary to deseribe them
with an attribute to identify them, and it
does not do simply to spell them with a p.
The president had only the general knowl-
edge  which the country has  of  the
Thompsans, but  he had mno  trouble
in identifving this Kentucky specimen
as the killer ; who has become  nolo-
rionus not only because of his man-slaying
proclivities, but becanse of his having been
chosen to Congress despite them and de-
gpite the genernl conviction thal he was
guilty of munder. Sucha man the presi.
dent has no use for in office. The only
place in which the country ean be justly
asgked to maintain him is in jail,

And Mr. Thompson was particularly in-
eligible to the internal vevenue office be-
cause he represents whisky constituents,
My, Carlisle’s advice that he be put there
was not valuable for a like renson. The

Kentueky idea upon whisky is no more
sound  than  upon  moeder,  TE is that
there should be  free teade o both,

This l\"-mu?ky idea wonld make the in-
dividual Kentuckian the judge of when
his whisky tax should be paid and when his
{riend should be shot 3 which doetrine is
somewhat in contravention of the eurrent
ifdea that taxes should be paid annually and
citizens should be executed by the law.
This seemsto be the question raised be-
tween Kentueky aud the rest of the couns-
try by the presentation of the Kentucky
champion, Phil, Thompson for office by
the solid state. It involved the discussion
of the question whether Kentucky or the
rest of the country is sensible.  Naturally
the president, coming from the part of the
country which still deems murder to be
u erime and that a tax on whisky
should be collected when due, quickly
lifted up Mr. Phil Thompson by his
breeches und set him outside in the cold
where he will stay : and along with him
all the distinguished gentlemen of Ken-
tucky who wish to tie themselves to the pe-
culiar idens which he so clearly represents.

Mr. Bayard’s Bnccessor.

In the natural order of things ex-Attor-
ney Genernl George T, Gray, of Wilming-
ton, Delaware, has been chosen to suceeed
My, Bayand in the Senate. Mr. Gray has
always been Mr., Bayard's close personal
and politieal friend ; hehas looked out for
his interests at home and has twice, we be-
Heve, made the speeches nominating him
in national conventions, Mr. Gray is not
only o political leader in  their common
state, but he is a lawyer of very high stand-
ing at the bar, and a gentleman of unblem-
ished  character and social  accomplish-
menta,

He comes to the Senate under (he disad-
vantage of being contrasted with a gentle-
wan of his predecessor’s brilllaney and long
publie experience, and thongh he may not
prove as eminent in that body as Mr, Bay-
ard, hie will be a safe and useful member,
and will do no diseredit to the historically
stroug line of senptors which this little
state has produced,

Theanticipated prolongation of the strug-
gle for Mr. Bayard's vacated seat did not
ensue, The legislature of Delaware being
entirely Democratie it was expected that a
dead lock in the eaucus would be transfer-
rod to the joint ballotings of the legisla-
ture 1 but Mr. Gray, happily, was nomina-
11 on the second ballot.  His leading and
strongest opponent, Mr. Chas. B. Lore, is
alresdly in the House, where be can serve
his state with as much credit and efliciency
if not with the same dignity as on the floor
of the Senate.  The other candidate, Wm.
J. Martin, I8 an ex-member of Congress
and wis a candidate for clerk of the House
in the organization of 1853, He represents
the lower end of the state, and considering
that Senstor Saulsbury hails from that
section, and that Newceastle county has
over hall the population of Delaware, there
is further fitness in Mr. Gray's selection.
